After careful con- 
sideration, I favor the following legis- 
lation for Bedford county: 


"First. The repeal of all laws and 


charters 
which empower turnpike 


companies to collect toll upon any 
pikes within this county and state. 
My position in this matter will not 
interfere with the present proceedings 
instituted in the courts to condemn 
and vacate a portion of the Bedford 
and Chambersburg turnpike. My un- 
derstanding is that the turnpike com- 
pany does not oppose vacating this 
road, but does insist upon a large sum 
of money in payment for its property. 
Our only interest, then, is to relieve 
this county of any financial burden 
and to prevent heavier taxes being im- 
pcsed upon 
the taxpayers of the 


connty. 


"This can be done by an act of the 


legislature, changing the law under 
which proceedings are instituted to 
vacate turnpikes and placing the ex- 
penses upon the state at large and not 
upon individual counties. 


"The cost to the townships of main- 


taining the road, after once thrown 
open, will not be great. By reason of 
the fact that there is now very little 
'through travel' upon the pikes, the 
burden of 'maintaining toll-roads in 
this county falls directly upon our 
own people—the farmer, the huckster, 
the merchant and the wheelman. The 
continuance of these pikes is an evil 
which should be abolished, because 
they limit traffic and affect the busi- 
ness interests of the whole county, to 
say nothing of the inconvenience of 
waiting for tickets and change. 


"Second. Another act I favor is a 


scalp law, which will pay a premium 
upon the scalps of the fox, the mink, 
the weasel,the hawk,&e. The premium 
will be an inducement to men to hunt 
and destroy these animals, and will 
thereby protect the poultry on the 
farm and also the game. There is a 
scalp law upon the statute books, but 
it is not effective, because it does not 
say whether the county or the state

fixes the qualifications of voters as 
follows: 


Section I. 
Every 
male citizen 


twenty-one years of age, possessing 
the following qualifications, shall be 
entitled to vote at all elections :— 


First. He shall have been a citizen 


of the United States at least one 
month. 


Second. He shall have resided in the 


state one year, or if, having previously 
been a qualified elector or native born 
citizen of the state, he shall have re- 
moved therefrom and returned then 
six months, immediately preceding 
the election. 


Tlilrd. He shall have resided in the 


election district where he shall offer 
to vote at least two months immedi- 
ately preceding the election. 


Fourth. If twenty-two years of age 


or upwards, he shall have paid within 
two years a state or county tax, which 
shall have been assessed at least two 
months and paid at least one month 
before the election.

1S73,

marked by the failure of Jay Cooke 
& Co. The Republican party was in 
power at that time. 


Now let us look at the more recent 


panic which our E publican friends 
attribute to Democratic administra- 
tion and to Democratic legislation. 


They call this "the panic of 1893 " 


The record will show that this panic 
began under a Republican administra- 
tion and developed to its worst extent 
under Republican legislation and be- 
fore Democratic legislation was in 
operation. 


Benjamin Harrison was inaugurated 


president March 4, 1839. 


The McKinley tariff bill became a 


law October 6, 1390. 


November 
11, 1890, 
the reports 


showed financial distress apparent in 
New York. The New York Clearing 
House association voted its certificates 
to banks in need of assistance. The 
Boston Clearing House association did 
the same thing, November 17. Barker 
Brothers & Co , big bankers in Phil- 
adelphia, suspended at that time, with 
liabilities placed at five million dollars. 


November 19 1390, there was a rur 


on the Citizens' Savings bank of New 
York, and a receiver was appointed 
for the North River bank.

A graphic idea of the number of people 


housed in a great modern office building 
mid of the amount of business transacted 
in it iniglit bu gathered from watching 
the mail shoot leading clown from the 
upper floois to the mail box placed in the 
hall of the building on the ground floor. 
Here for example is a great building 
with 1,000 rooms, of which Lliere are now 
occupied about SOO, the number of per- 
sons in the building, including tenants 
and their clerks and bookkeepers and 
Btimugrnphcrs and typewriters and other 
employee's, numlioiing about 3,000. 


A town of 3.000 population would send 


out daily a, considerable amount of mail 
matter; the' tall building has a population 
oE 3.000, not made up as the town's popu- 
lation would be. of people of all ages, 
from childicu to old age, many of them 
not writing letters, or writing infrequent- 
ly, but practically made up of adults 
only, nio^t of them having occasion to 
write many letters und all of them writ- 
ing more or leas. It is probable that the 
mail matter sent out daily by the people 
assembled under this roof would equal if 
it did not excued that seut from a city of 
25,000 people. 


The shoot in the big building, with an 


opening through which letters may be 
dropped ou every floor, has on the ground 
floor, where it ends in the Dig mail bra, a 
glass front; through that stretch of the 
shoot the letters can be seen as they fall, 
to disappear at the end of it, in the end. 
And they are always falling. They can- 
not be heard, but they niay be seen all 
the time. If one stands iu the hall of the 
tall building and looks around, .out of 
cnriosily, his eye ib sure to be fixed by 
this mail bhiot. with the silently but con- 
stantly dropping letters. There may be 
intervals of socouils when they do not 
come, but such intervals, when they do 
occur, ai'e of but n lew seconds duration 
and often they come in flurries, like great 
snowfalls chasing one another thickly. 


To stand and watch them gives one a 


new idea of the number of persons hous- 
ed under one roof in the modern tall 
building and their manifold busy occu- 
pations.—New York Sun.

God Save the Commonwealth !

HEKEAS, BYTHE 10thSECTION 


of an Act of the General Assembly 
of the Commonwealth of Penn- 


sylvania, entitled "An Act to amend the 
10th section of an Act entitled, 'An act 
to regulate the nomination and election 
of pnblic officers, requiring certain ex- 
penses incident thereto to be paid by the 
several counties, and punishing certain 
offenses in regard to such elections,' " ap- 
proved the 20th day of June, A. D.,18!)5, 
it is provided as follows : 


SECTION 10. It shtvll be the duty of 


tlie sheriff of every county, at least ten 
days before any general election to be 
held therein, except borough and town- 
ship elections, to give notice of the same 
by advertisements in at least three news- 
papers, if there be so many published in 
the county, two of said newspapers rep- 
resenting so far as practicnble llie politic- 
al party which at the preceding Novem- 
ber election cast the largest number of 
votes and the other one of said aewspa 
pers representing so fur as practicable 
the political party which at the preceding 
November election cast the next largest 
number of votes, and in addition thereto 
the sheriff of every county ahall, at least 
ten days before any general election to be 
held in cities of the first, second and third 
classes, give notice of the same by p*o 
imition posted up in the most cpusp. juous 
places in every election district in sai( 
cities of the first, second and third class 
and iu every such advertisement or pro 
clamation, 


I. Enumerate tue officers to be elected 


and give a list of all the nominations mack 
as provided in this act and to be votet 
for in such county, and the full text of al 
constitutional amendments submitted tc 
a vote of the people, but the proclamation 
posted in each election district need no 
contain the names of any candidates bu 
those to be voted for in sucu district. 


II. 
Designate the place at which tin 


election is to be held. 


III. He shall give notice that every 


person, excepting justices of the peace 
who shall liold any office or appointmeu 
of profit or trust under the governnien 
of the United States, or of this state, or o 
any city or incorporated district, whethe 
a commissioned officer or otherwise, 
subordinate olticer or agent who is o 
shall be employed under the legislative 
executive or judiciary department of thi 
stale, or of the United States, or of any 
city or incorporated district, and also tha 
every member of congress and of th 
state legislatu-e, anil of the select or com 
mon council of any city, or commission 
ers of any incorporated district, is, by Iu%\ 
incapable ofholding or exercising at th 
same time the otlice or appointment 
judge, inspector or clerk of any electip 
of this commonwealth, and that no in 
spcctor, judge or other officer of any sue 
election shall be eligible to any office I 
be then voted for except that of an elec- 
tion officer.
